The new Board appointed for the 
new Wetaskiwin Community Hos- 
pital is comprised of four members 
from the M.D. of Montgomery, Reeve 
Ballhorn, Couns. V. E. Thompson, D. 
Widen and T. Angus, along with three 
representatives from the City, Mayor 
J. W. Somers, Ald. A. A. Ellis and 
Mr. B. D. Howatt. 

These gentlemen journeyed to Ed- 
monton yesterday as a Board to in- 
terview Deputy Minister of Health, 
Dr. Bow, and other officials of the 
Department in connection with secur- 
ing information for the construction 
of the new Hospital for Wetaskiwin. 


Dr. Bow, ,along with Mr. MacKenzie, 
Provineial Inspector of Buildings, 
gave them valuable help, and after 


interviewing others interested in 
hospitals the members of the Board 
returned to Wetaskiwin where they 
held their first meeting of the new 
Board in the evening. 

The full Board were present in the 
Council Chamber and on nominations 
being called for chairman, Mr.-V. E. 
Thompson was nominated, but on his 
withdrawing, Ald. Ellis was elected 
chairman of the new Board, with 
Coun. Thompson as vice-chairman. 

Reeve Ballhorn was appointed as 
chairman of the finance committee, 
along with Messrs. V. E. Thompson 
and B. D. Howatt. J. E. Fraser, the 
present secretary-treasurer of the 
hospital, was appointed  secretary- 
treasurer of the new Board. 

As it will be up to the ‘City Council 
to dissolve the old Hospital Board as 

»s00n as the agreements with other 
Districts expire on June ist, the old 
Board will carry on. the running of 
the present. hospital until that. time. 

General arrangements were pushed 
forward for securing ‘the services of 
2, competent architect and inspector 
of. works. Three: separate “contracts, 


‘pital will likely ‘be let out, one =for 
the building, one for the plumbing 
and heating and one for the electric 
lighting. The Board decided that all 
contracts would contain a_ clause 
that local labor must be engaged 
wherever possible. 

It was agreed that as many mem-

pitals to gain information. After gev- 
eral other matters had been discuss- 
ed towards pushing the work forward 
as quickly as possible, the meeting 
adjourned.

One local grocer stated he 
thought that Coyote was a hold-up 
man and sold him a bottle of lemon 
extract to get rid of him in a hurry.

SUPREME COURT SITTINGS 
HELD IN WETASKIWIN 


The sittings of the Supreme Court 
of Canada judicial district of Wetas- 
kiwin, were held in the Court House 
here a few days ago, before His Honor 
Mr. Justice Ewing. 

His Lordship was welcomed to the 
bench by W. J. Loggie,: Esa., K. C., 
senior member of the local Bar, and 
His Lordship made a fitting reply. 

The first cases were John Hay et al 

vs. L. J. Garrison, and L. J. Garrison 
vs. C. Eley. These two cases were 
heard together, and the trial ‘was 
commenced at Red Deed ‘and conclud- 
ed at Wetaskiwin. Both actions arose 
out of an. automobile accident three 
miles south of Ponoka on the main 
highway. The Garrison car was turn- 
ed over onits side into the ditch, 
while the Eley car was turned.around, 
its direction reversed on the road, 
and its occupants were thrown out. 
Hay was insensible for some mo- 
ments,,.and he and the women accom- 
panying him were taken to Wetaski- 
win for first treatment. Each driver 
claimed that the responsibility for the 
collision rested on the other driver.

U.F.A. LEADER URGES 
REFORM OF CURRENCY 


Ottawa, April 15.—Reformation in 
the currency and credit system of 
the country has been sedulously ad- 
vocated for several sessions by the 
Independent group in the house, and 
on Tuesday, featuring the resumed 
budget discussion was a sub-amend- 
ment which crystallized this idea. It 
was put forth by Mr. Gardiner, 
U.F.A. leader, under the rule which 
taking cognizance of the fact that 
parliament is no longer a two-party 
affair, permits of two amendments to 
the budget. 


This one called for nationaliza- 
tion of the credit and currency. It 
would involve credit facilities for 
the community, not on the basis 
of, profit, _ but- on the. 
While it” “would also contemplate 
elasticity in the value of the cur- 
rency. The sub-amendment was 
moved as a_ Progressive proposi- 
tion, and on the ground that the 
Liberal amendment failed to ade- 
quately meet the ideas of the more 
adanced school of thinking in the 
far corner of the house. 


Leading up to his amendment, 
Mr. Gardiner bewailed the lack of 
effort by any country to control in- 
ternational finance, but foresaw the 
possibility “of social betterment for 
the experience of 
Interest rates were 
Stevens had said 
cent rate was im- 
possible. Mr. Gardiner would” say 
per cent just as impossible. 
He unfolded his idea for a national- 
ization of credit and currency, 
companied by the suggestion 
the government should “tax bank 
savings into circulation.” To the 
tariff part of the Liberal amend- 
ment, he could subscribe, but if 
that amendment represented he 
sum total of the Liberal policy, he 
found it inadequate.

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|| Old Irish Customs 
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In England, red-haired: women 
were very fashionable a few decades 
ago, but in Ireland it was just the re- 
verse. People do not like meeting a 
red-haired woman when starting out 
to do any work. She is a sign of bad 


luck before them, and if they are 


wise ,they turn back and put off the 
work, whatever it is, until the next 
day. This is very often inconvenient, 
especially for the woman. <A. lady 
who lives in a very remote part of 
Ireland, was walking one morning 
along a road which led to the little 
harbor where the fishermen kept 
their boats. The lady’s hair was a 
quite harmless shade of brown, but 
she had, as a companion, a_ girl 
whose locks even an admirer would 
have hesitated to describe as auburn. 
Her head was actually brilliant. The 
lady was amazed to find herself sud- 
denly caught by the arm and dragged 
into a ditch by the side of the road. 
There she and her companion crouch- 
ed for some minutes until the fisher- 
men had passed. “If they had seen 
me,” said the girl in explanation, 
“they've have had to turn back again; 
they couldn’t have gone out fishing 
today, they’d have had no luck if 
they did.” That girl must have had 
a trying time in life. It cannot be 
pleasant to have to dodge your fellow- 
creatures during the early hours of 
every day. But gq girl of any’ good 
feeling, would of course, submit to 
any amount of inconvenience rather 
than paralyze the industry of all her 
neighbors. <A girl is not ostracized 
or despised because her hair is red. 
She stands just as good a chance of 
getting married as her dark-haired 
sister. I suppose the familiarity of 
married life in some way breaks the 
force of the evil spell. Otherwise, I 
do not see how a man with q red-hair- 


ed wife would ever succeed in doing 
anything. It would be immensely 
difficult to avoid seeing her some 


time in the morning before the day’s! 


work began. So much for the red- 


haired girl. 

It is unlucky for a_ stranger to 
enter a house where churning is 
going on, unless he puts his hand 
to the dash and takes some part 
in the work. He need not. do much, 
but he must at least give one plunge 
to the dash, otherwise the butter will 
nut come. There is no’ satisfactory 
explanation to this belief, but it is 


supposed to be connected in some 
way with the influence of fairies 
over, the milk. The whole business 


of butter-making is a mysterious one. 
Scientific people pretend that they 
understand it and explain the curious 
facts that butter sometimes comes 
readily, and sometimes «will not come 
at all, by saying that there are differ- 
ences in temperature and such 
things. This kind of scientific ma- 
terialism is merely silly. You can’t 
chase away fairies by threatening 
them with a thermometer. The most 
highly instructed) dairy-maid finds 
herself, in spite of all her precautions, 
baffled by the inexplicable behaviour 
of churns. “Fairies,” who still play 
some part in Irish life are generally 
spoken of as the people. A_ kindly 
Englishman was entertained at tea 
shortly after he arrived in Ireland, by 
a farmer's wife, a well educated wo- 
man and sufficiently rationalistic to 
be one of the Protestant minority. 
She apologized for offering her guest 
jam instead of butter. “I have no but- 
ter,” she said, “for ‘the people’ took 
it from me last week. The English- 
man, indignant at such robbery, sug- 
gested as an Englishman would, that 
she should complain to the police. 
The yoman laughed at him. “The 
police,” she said, “what use would 
police be when it was ‘the people’ 
that took it.” 


The absurdity of setting the mem- 
bers of the Royal Irish Constabulary 
to arrest a fairy, justified her mirth. 
The fairy in the churn is, alas, fast 
disappearing. He cannot get along in 
the modern creamery. The whirling 
separator annoys him. Sir Horace 
Plunkett, who is’ responsible’ for 
most of the Irish creameries has been 
accused of many things. The system

told of “shrift,” and so related to 
Shrove Tuesday. Thus it happens 
that anyone who is unmarried at 


the beginning of Lent is likely to 
remain unmarried for a_ year. Dr. 
Joyce, in a book about Ireland, tells 
ie a curious custom which prevail- 
lea in Munster on the first Sunday 
in Lent. Those young men who 
should have been married, but were 
not, were marked with a heavy streal 
of chalk on the back of their Sunday 
coat by boys who carried bits of chalk 
in their pockets for that purpose, and 
lay in wait for the bachelors. The 
marking was done while the congre- 
gation was assembling for Mass, and 
that particular Sunday was known as 
Chalk Sunday. Another similar cus- 
tom related by Dr. Joyce is that on 
the great Skellig Rock in the At- 
lantic, off the coast of Kerry, are 
the ruins of a monastery to which 
people at one time went on _ pil- 
grimage and a difficult pilgrimage 
it was. The tradition is still kept 
up in some places though in an 
iodd form, in connection with the 
custom: that marriages are not 
solemnized in Lent, namely, after 
Shrove Tuesday. It is in the mem- 
ory of some persons still that, in 
the south of Ireland, young per- 
sons who should have been married 
before Ash Wednesday, and were 
not, were supposed to set out on 
a pilgrimage to Skellig Rock on 
Shrove Tuesday night. The follow- 
ing is the, song sung to represent 
he custom:

est strength by acts of fire worship. 
Christianity, in its conquest of pagan- 
ism, took over a great many customs 
connected with the worship 
gods and incorporated them into the 
Church system by giving them a new 
| stenificance. The bontires on St. 
Johns’ Eve escaped this process of 
naturalization and refrain today with- 
out any religious meaning. 

All Hallow’s Eve is another fes- 
tival which is faithfully observed 
in most parts of Ireland. Like the 
bonfires of St. John’s Eve is is of 
| pagan origin, being the old Irish 
“Samhain” feast, but it has to some 
extent been Christianized by its 
| connection with All Saints Day.

The 
name is really the ‘old. “Samhain.” 
“Barmbrack” is a ‘Kind of cake 
that is eaten on many festal oc- 


-casions but is especially connected 


with All Hallow’s Eve.. This cake is 
raised with yeast and’enriched with 
currants and raisins which give it a 
spotted appearance, hence its name 
which is derived from the Irish 
word “Borreen” meaning’ a cake and 
“Breac” which means’ spotted. 

Another dish called. ‘‘Caulcannon” 
is also eaten on All Hallow’s Eve. 
It consists of mashed potatoes with 
which cabbage, chopped up fine, is 
mixed, and a lump of butter is 
placed in the middle of the dish. 

St. Stephen’s Day, known in Eng- 
land as Boxing Day, brings the ‘‘Wren 
boys” to our doors. The “Wren” was 
regarded in old Irish literature as a 


‘teacherous bird, and there is a leg- 


end which blames it for the betrayal 
of Ireland to her English conquerors. 
Some such idea may Tie at the back 
of the determined persecution of this 
bird in the hands of the Irish boys, 
but I doubt whether any of them have 
any idea of why they q@arry dead 
wrens about on St. Stephen's Day. 

A very beautiful custom survives 
in the west of Ireland in the use of 
Christmas candles. They are long 
thin candles sometimes weighing a 
pound. One is ‘lit in every country 
house on Christmas Eve and left 
burning all night. The door of the 
house is also left open. The idea 
a@ truly pious one, is that there 
should be a light and welcome’ in 
every house that night for the Son 
of Man should He return to earth. 
A somewhat similar custom but un- 
connected with Christianity, con- 
sists in leaving q saucer of cream 
ready for the fairies on All Hal- 
low’s Eve. The “people” (meaning 
the fairies) are supposed to be 
abroad in great numbers that night, 
and the voluntary offering of 
cream averts their displeasure. Irish 
children are warned not to eat black- 
berries after the first of November, 
because the fairies in their wander- 
ings on All Hallow’s Eve put some 
kind of blight on the fruit that rend- 
ers it unwholesome. 


A whole book might be written 
about the theories of disease and the 
cure of it held by Irish country peo- 
ple. Some of the older people dis- 
play an extraordinary amount of 
medical skill. There was an old 
woman who knew whether the pa- 
tient was going to die or not by the 
feel of their ears. She was never 
able to explain how the ears’ guid- 
ed her, but she was generally right. 
A doctor once declared that a_cer- 
tain person could not R ibly live 
till morning. The ‘old, Ifdy felt the 
poor man’s’ ears and then assured 
the man’s wife that there was not 
the slightest fear of his dying. The 
wife was greatly cheered and in 
due time the man recovered. The 
whooping cough is one of the plag- 
ues of childhood. In Ireland it is 
called “chin cough” a corruption of 
“kink cough” so called-because it 
brings on a kind of confused and 
painful fit. Children used to be 
taken to the gas works and made_ to 
breathe the air with a flavor of tar 
in it. The modern treatment is 
plenty of fresh air, but thi§ does 
not seem drastic enough for the 
Irish mother. She has a treatment 
of cher own. If you want to cure 
a child of “chin cough” you go out 
and walk along the road with it 
until you meet q man riding a white 
horse. Him you accost civilly and ask 
him what he recommends for. the 
child. He may say anything, but 
whatever he says, you do, and your 
child will rapidly get well. 

A sty on the eye can be cured by 
laying seven thorns plucked from a 
gooseberry bush on _ the’ affected 
spot. Cases in which stys looked 
threatening have been known to 
disappear after being treated with 
the thorns. 

“Fear-gurtha” is a disease of a 
most deadly character, which may 
be common elsewhere, but. has not, 
I think, been classified and explain- 
ed, except in the west of Ireland. It 
is a kind of faintness which comes 
on people who take long walks over 
the mountains and is sometimes ta- 
tal.

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with faintness like that produced by 
starvation. Irish people believe it 
is caused by a malevolent demon, a 
kind of malign fairy who attacks 
people upon mountains. 

In the case of dog bites many 
people believe in the curative value 
of a hair taken from the dog_ that 
bit you. A gentleman who lived in 
a small western town was given a 
present of a well-bred and valuable 
terrier. Not long after-a small boy 
was bitten in the leg. Almost im- 
mediately afterwards the gentleman 
receiver a letter from the previous 
owner saying that although the dog 
was a very desirable one, it had 
gne great fault. It couldn’t stand the 
sight of bare-foot boys, thé letter said, 
and always went for them, and that’s 
the reason I had to get rid of him, he 
has cost me twenty dollars in the 
last month’ for compensation. In the 
country places there are a lot of bare- 
foot boys, and if it had cost twenty 
dollars in Belfast for one month, 
where there were few bare-foot boys, 
what was it going to cost in ‘Con- 
naught, where there were lots of bare- 
foot boys? In due time the father of 
the bitten boy turned up. He stated 
his caSe with some force and showed 
that his son had been bitten severely. 
Then he hesitated. The owner of the 


dog waited anxiously to hear the 
amount claimed, and felt that he 
could hardly dispute it.

and they are much sweeter and more 
easily picked and shelled. In beans, 
the newer varieties are absolutely 
stringless and will keep in tender 
shape much longer than the old 
sorts. Beets, carrots and _ turnips 
tmong the roots, for example, are 
smaller in size today and very much 
more tender than the kinds that 
were so popular years ago. It is not 
so long since ‘corn was regarded as 
a tender crop in Ontario for the sim- 
Ple reason that one could not get a 
variety early enough to mature much 
before frost. Nowadays thanks to 
improvement, one can get corn to 
mature in the warmer districts of the 
Prairie Provinces, and can produce 
green corn for the table over a very 
wide range of territory. j In Northern 
districts, where something extremely 
early is wanted, there are varieties 
now which will be ready for use from 
ten days to two weeks ahead of the 
old standard Golden Bantam. There 
has been similar development in to- 
matoes and other more tender vege- 
tables. When-one tunrs to flowers, 
the improvement has been even 
more startling, though of course 
fashion also enters here. A_ great 
many old single flowers can now be 
secured in doubles and strange 
enough many of, the doubles, like the 
aster, are now also available in beau- 
tiful singles. In fact, style seems 
again to be swinging towards dainty 
single petal flowers and _ pastel 
shades. ; 
First Things to Plant 


Tf the ground is ready now, one 
and 
flowers, but it is important to make 
“sure that soil conditions are right 


before commencing work. If the earth 


something compacts when taken up and squeez- 


ed in the hand, keep away, or if one’s 
boots become really muddy after 
tramping over the garden the time 
is not yet arrived for Woiking up the 
Soil. However, it it crumbles, rather 
than packs, one can go ahead. In the 
vegetable line, sow those things of 
which the leaves are eaten first. 
These include, lettuce, cress, spinach, 
radish and mustard. There is little 
danger from planting them too soon 
as all will stand some frost. The 
first of the peas should also go in as 
early sown peas yield twice as much 
as those sown late. Next in line will 
be those bulbous roots or vegetables 
such ‘as’ beets, onions, carrots, early 
turnips and parsnips. At this time, 
too, the first of the potatoes are plan- 
ted and although not as hardy as the 
others mentioned they are not sus- 
ceptile to frost until the plants come 
through the ground which will be in 
from a~-week to a fortnight after 
planting, depending upon weather 
conditions. Repeat planting of prac- 
tically all theearly vegetalbes every 
ten days until about the middle of 
June so that the harvest season for 
these will be extended. In the third 
planting group ‘will come the really 
tender things, such as tomato plants, 
melons, cucumbers and egg plants, 
which are best kept indoors or un- 
sown till all danger of frost is over. 
Among the hardiest annual flowers 
are the calendula, candytuft, alyssum, 
California poppy, cosmos, calliopsis, 


larkspur, poppy,  linaria, Virginia 
stock and sweet peas. The latter 
must ‘be sown as early as_ possible. 


After danger from frost has pracical- 
ly disappeared zinnia, nasturtium, 
aster, stocks, balsam, snapdragons, 
marigold and gladiolus may be plant- 
ed. Dahlias and cannas are a little 
more tender and should not go in un- 
til all danger of frost is past. 


SPRING FARMING OPERATIONS 
START IN ALBERTA 


A start has been made on the task 
of seeding Alberta’s 1932 grain crop. 
As usual the farmers in the southern 
part of the province are first on the 
land. From now on, provided weather 
conditions are suitable steadily in- 
creasing activity will be noticeable 
throughout the countryside. 

Last year Alberta farmers seeded 
8,000,000 acres to wheat, 2% million 
acres to oats, 724,000 acres to bar- 
ley, 152,000 acres to rye, and 129,000 
acres to flax. Present indications are 
that there will be a small decrease in 
the acreage sown to wheat and pos- 
sibly an increase in the acreage sown 
to oats. In the northern part of the 
province the land is very wet. this 
spring and wheat seeding may’ be 
delayed to such an extent -that oats 
will be substituted. Oats wa's com- 
paratively profitable this crop year. 

Moisture conditions are good in 
the north and in the central part of 
Alberta. In the south reports indi- 
cate that along the foothills moisture 
conditions are fairly good and in the 
eastern and south eastern portions 
there is enough moisture to start 
the grain. The area that has been af- 
fected by drouth for the last three 
years will, likely show some curtail- 
ment of acreage under wheat due to 
lack of finances, but extensive ef- 
forts have been made ‘to’ provide the 
farmers with seed and feed sufficient 
for their requirements. 

The provincial department of agri- 
culture estimates the summer -fal- 
low land in the province at 3% 
million acres. The fall ploughed area 
is somewhat smaller than previous 
years.

ALBERTA PROVINCIAL 
INCOME TAX ACT 


The provisions of the new Income 
Tax bill passed through the leeister 
ture are briefly as follows: 


There is a filing fee of $3.00 on all! 
This fee will not require 


taxpayers... 
to be paid by persons filing their re- 
turn but who are not liable for in- 
come tax. 

The per cent of rates on persons 
is as follows: 

Income up to $2,000 
cent. 

Incomes $2,000 to $4,000, tax 
cent. 

Incomes $4,000 to $5,000, tax 3 per 
cent. 

The rate then increases 1 per cent 
on each $1,000, up to $25,000, maxi- 
mum 25 per cent. 

The exemptions are: Single persons 
up to $750 income. Married persons 
up to $1,500 and $400 allowance for 
each dependent.

In addition add a base tax of $3 to 
the amount shown in the above tables. 

With regard to the base tax or fil- 
ing fee, it is explained that this is in 
addition to the amount payable by all 
taxpayers. It is imposed for the pur- 
pose of helping to meet the cost of 
administering the Income Tax Act. 
While the Dominion Government im- 
poses no such fee, it is collected in 
some provinces and states and 
amounts in some cases to $5.00. . 

Dealing with corpcrations, the 
memorandum shows «that the rate on 
all net incomes or profits in excess 
of $1,000 is 4 per cent. 

Exemptions from the tax are to be 


granted to corporations, specially 
taxed under the provisions of the 
Corporation Taxation Act, namely 
banks, railway companies, insurance 


companies, express companies, grain, 
land and loan companies and _ tele- 
graph and trust companies. 

Gas and electric power companies 
will be entitled to deduct from the 
tax payable the amounts paid under 
the provisions of the Corporations 
Taxation Act. 

{Here is how the tax on persons 
will work out; for instance a single 
Person whose income in 1931° was 
$800 would have an exemption of 
$750, which would leave $50 taxable. 
On a 1 per cent basis the tax would 
be 50 cents, according to the sched- 
ule, but in addition such person also 
would have to pay $3 base tax or fil- 
ing fee making a total tax of $3.50. 


Take a married man with two 
children, whose income in 1931 was 
$2,750. Would first have a total ex- 


emption of $2,300, made up of $1,500 
given to all married persons and $400 
for each child. His taxable income 
would be $450.00 which on a 1 per 
cent basis would make his tax $4.50. 
Also he has to pay $3 base tax so that 
his total amount would be $7.50.

ALBERTA SCHOOL TEACHERS 


WIN IMPORTANT VICTORY 


Teachers. won a victory over school 
boards and the department of educa- 
tion Wednesday when the unanimous 
decision of the appellate division of 
supreme court in the test case of 
John Steele Smith, a school teacher, 
against the Acme school district was 
handed down in (Calgary. 

The court ruled that the new pro- 
vision of the July, 1930 amendmant to 
the school act was retroactive. In oth- 
er words, it held that even though 
teachers were employed undera con- 
tract complying with the old act, dis- 
missal must be made in accordance 
with the provision of the 1930 amend- 
ment, which provides that permis- 
sion of the school inspector must be 
granted to make dismissal legal. 

Previously all that had been re 
quired was 30 days notice to the 
teacher following opportunity for 
him to discuss cause for dismissal 
with the trustees. 

Steele-Smith was dismissed by the 
Acme school board in June, 1929, 
under terms of the contract which 
was drawn according to the old act. 
He held that this was illegal, since 
the new act imposed a new require- 


ment that had not been fulfilled, 
and entered claim for $50 against 
the school district. 

Mr. Justice Ewing upheld his 


claim, allowing the damages. 

The school district entered appeal 
from the judgment, but ‘the appel- 
late division upheld the trial judge 
in their decision Wednesday, ruling 
that the inspector’s permission was 
necessary even in contracts under 
the old act. 


WHITEFISH EGGS 


FOR LAKE NEWELL 

Five million eyed whitefish eggs 
will be planted in Lake Newell, 
near Brooks, by R. T. Rodd, _pro- 
vincial fisheries commissioner  as- 
sisted by A. Griffin, of Brooks, 
Walter McHugh and other resid- 
ents of the district. The whitefish 
stocking in Lake Newell is an_ ex- 


periment as there were no fish of 
this species in the lake previously. 
It will take about four years for the 
whitefish to develop to the usable 
stage but the success of the experi- 
ment can be determined in prob- 
ably half this period. Lake Newell 
is already inhabited with pike, 
whch are utilized commercially and 


also for sport fishing. Its popula- 
tion also includes suckers although 
these are discouraged as much as 
possible. 

Mr. Rodd visited Calgary Thurs- 
day en route to Brooks with the 
eggs and he was confident that at 


least a fair trial would be given the 
whitefish to this new habitation. 

He reported that the commercial 
hatchery at Lesser Slave Lake had 
enjoyed a very successful season. 
‘Altogether about 149,000,000 white- 
fish eggs had been’ gathered for 
this hatchery but as the accommoda- 
tion was limited, 15,000,000 had to be 
returned to Lesser Slave Lake and 
Whitefish Lake 50 miles north of 
Grouard. Mr. Rodd estiniated that 
the loss would not be more than 
nine per cent and might be as low 
as seven per cent whereas last year 
it ran’ to slightly more than twelve 
per cent. 

Two varieties of whitefish are in- 
volved, the Labrador whitefish from 
Lesser Slave Lake and _ the com- 
mon whitefish from Whitefish Lake. 
Eggs of the common Labrador var- 
iety were placed in Lesser Slave Lake 
last fall as this type reproduces more 
rapidly than the Labrador. For table 
use there is practically no appreciable 
difference between the varieties. 
Whtefish stocking will be done in var- 
ous lakes to replenish supplies but no 
new waters will be affected outside 
of Lake Newell. 

Perch and pickerel stocking 
be done in suitable waters 
north of Calgary.

MEASURING GRAIN 
ES 

Ottawa, April 16.—This is the time 
of the year when it becomes import- 
ant to the farmer to know fairly ac- 
curately the quantities of grain he 
has available for seed or other use. 
A rule of thumb for determining the 
quantity of grain in a bin, which 
proves very reliable, is to multiply 
the length by the width, by the 
height of grain inthe bin to determine 
the capacity in cubic feet and then 
divide this sum by 144, which will 
give the contents in bushels. Care 
must be taken to see that the grain 
is levelled off to ensure accurate 
measurement.

GOITRE gland is enlarged. The use of iodine 


In the front of the neck is situated 
the thyroid gland. This particular 
organ belongs to the group of glands 
which produce a secretion that is 
passed directly into the blood stream, 
and which are known as glands of 
internal secretion. The thyroid is an 
important gland, and serious disord- 
es occur if the gland produces too 
much or too little of its secretion. 

The most common change’ which 
takes place is an enlargement of the 
gland, described as “simple : goitre.” 
This condition is apparently the re- 
sult of insufficient iodine in either the 
food or the water, or in both. It oc- 
curs most frequently during adol- 
escence and is more prevalent in cer- 
tain localities than in others, - 


Simple goitre is readily cured pro- 
vided the patient is placed under 
treatment when the swelling is first 
noticed. Iodine given in the proper 
quantities will prevent simple goitre, 
but it should be taken according to 
the directions of a physician. 


It is necessary to warn against the 
indiscriminate use of iodine. The 
success whch has followed the use ot 
iodine in preventing simple goitre has 
led many to believe that iodine will 
cure or aid all forms of thyroid dis- 
ease. This is a mistaken idea and it 
has resulted in a great deal of harm. 

There are conditions other than 
simple goitre in which the thyroid

Iodine is a sub- 
stance with:which we are familiar and 
we have become accustomed to ap- 
plying it freely to breaks in our 
skin; however, we should not fail to 
understand that it is not to be taken 
internally, as treatment, unless - prc- 
scribed. 

The progress which has been made 
in treating goitre is one of the real 
achievements - of modern medicine. 
Succesful treatment is, in many cases, 
made difficult on account. of the use 
of iodine, in an injudicious manner, 
by the patient before coming . for 
treatment. 

When there is an enlargement - of 
the thyroid gland, there is only one 
safe course to pursue, and that is to 
find out what form of enlargement it 
is—as there are several forms. goitre 
—and then have proper treatment 
prescribed. 

This note of warning against the 

self-prescribed internal use of iodine 
as qa means of treating all goitre is 
necessary, because iodine is being so 
used and the practice is causing 
much needless suffering and harm.

SAYS SEED OATS IN PROVINCE 
ARE FROST DAMAGED 


From results obtained in germinat- 
ing oat samples by the Dominion 
seed branch, a considerable portion 
of oats obtained in the province have 

| suffered from frost damage, accord- 
ing. to a, warning issued by the branch 
in Calgary. , The report continues: 

“Many lots are damaged so badly 
as to be ‘unsuitable for seed. In 
some cases the damage is not read- 
ily detected for many lots that would 
appear to be of good quality are 
showing very low germination. It 


also appears to be _ the case that 
the vitality of these damaged oats 
is decreasing as the season ad- 


vances. Many lots that showed fair 
Vitality in the fall and early winter 
are growing very poorly when rested 
this spring. 

“The condition appears 
quite general over the entire prov- 
ince but® would seem, from the re 
sults obtained ‘by the branch, to be 
paneet severe in the Parkland area. 
Farmers living between (Calgary 
and Edmonton along any of the 
railway lines between these points 
will be well advised to have defin- 
ite knowledge of the germination 
of their seed oats, and the same is 
true of those living in parts of the 
Peace River area and at some sia- 
tions adjacent to Edmonton. While 
other portions of the province are 
affected to a slighter extent a pro- 
portion of samples from the entire 
area show markedly low’ germina- 
tion and care should be exercised 
if disappointment is to be avoided. 


“It should be considered that 
such damaged seed is not only like- 
ly to produce a_ thinner stand of 
grain when seeded at regular rates 
but the plants themselves are likely 
to be of low vitality and unable to 
stand unfavorable conditions after 
seeding. Such plants are more li-
